THE IRISH CONVENTION. 
INSIDE HISTORY OF THE GATHERING AT 
PHILADELPHIA. ; 
The history of the Philadeiphia Irish Con- 
vention is yet to be written. The materials 
for ithave not all deen gathered, however, 
and the most that can be done now Is to pre- 
sent the events connected with and leading 
to that gathering, and its most lame and un- 
fortunate conclusion, to a public who have 
taken some interest in the matter for va- 
rious and conflicting reasons. The conven- 
tion was called, there is every reason to be- 
liévé, (1) for the purpose of ending the Land

Master Masons and Gricklayers Still 
Playing for Position. 

Everything was very. quiet about the head- 
quarters of the striking bricklayers at No. 54 
West Lake street all day yesterday. The 
Secretary of the Relief Committee received 
a communication from Mahr & Provost, con- 
tractors, and members of the Master Masons’ 
Association, stating that they had withdrawn 
from the Master Masons“ Association, and 
were ready to employ union men at $4 per 
day. They also offered to contribute $20 to 
the bricklayers’ relief fund. Later it was 
announced that Hansen & Wilkie had re- 
nounced their allegiance to the Ma- 
sons’ and Builders’ Association, and 
wanted men to go to work immediately. 
The withdrawal of the above firms from 
the Builders’ Association encourages the 
bricklayers to belie ve that the strike is about 
at an end, and that the remaining contractors 
will give in to the union before another 


week. 

The Relief Committee received contribu- 
tions of $300 from the Horseshoers’ Union 
and $25 from the Harnessmakers’ Union. 

About thirty union bricklayers were put to 
work yesterday morning by the contractors 
who had oned the Master Masons’ As- 
sociation, and it is expected that several 
gangs will be put to work today by contract- 
ors who, although they have not withdrawn 
from the Masons’ and Builders’ Association, 
have tacitly agreed to pay $4 per day wages. 
Taken altogether the prospects are that the 
brickiayers are going to win the fight be- 
tween themselves and their late bosses. Com- 
munications from builders outside the city 
are being received in great numbers py the 
officers of the Bricklayers’ Union asking for 
good men, to whom they are willing to pay 
$4 per day. The Relief Committee sent seven 
men to Peoria and three to Racine yesterday. 
The master pene declare that they will not 
give in and they will yet carry the day 
over the bricklayers. Mr. W. E. Mortimer, 
of the firm of Mortimer & Tappert, and who 
is one of the leading spirits of the Master 
Masons’ Association, says that the withdraw- 
al of the few contractors named above feom 
the association will not hasten the termina- 
tion of the strike in the least. He claims to 
have all the men he requires, and he can 

t many more good workmen at his own 

gures. Other members of the Master Ma- 
sons’ Association spoken to said that they 
did not believe that Mahr & Provost had 
really withdrawn from the associotion, but 
thought they had simply applied to the 
Bricklayers’ Union for men to do some extra 
brickwork on sewers, which class of work 
always commands double wages, and, as this 
class of work did not properly come under 
the jurisdiction of the association, the gentle- 
men were at perfect liberty to engage any 
men they wanted without thereby forfeiting 
their membership in Master Masons’ and 
Builders’ Association.

“I would give anything to just have a talk 
with you about going to Europe. Are you 
clean out of the notion? We will in a day 
or two have him where we can db almost as 
we please with him. I think I can readily 
see that our seeing each other is wound up if 
we do not go. 1 cannot express the 
awful dread of the summer here 
alone. 1 only see one of 
two steps for me to take—tor us to go abroad 
as talked of and tide the matter over, or to 
proceed to separation and be dogged and 
harassed the rest of existence. am firm 
that nothing short of an entire separation or 
a full, square understanding in the presence 
of both of us, and that our friendship is not 
to be moles with, will make me on terms 
with him. To remain here with you out of 
the country and have to meet all I shall 
have to is simply dreadful.”

DOGGERIES AS DENS OF ROBBERY. 

If there be one class of persons in this State 
who have teason to complain more griev- 
ously of the low doggeries which infest cities 
and towns than others it js the fatmers who 
trade between their farms and these cities 
and towns. In Chicago there are nearly 4,- 
000 saloons, and of this number there are st 
least 1,200 which, because the number Is in ex- 
cess of any legitimate demand, keep men on 
the —.— for farmers and other customers 
who are roped in, treated apparently with 
hospitality, but who are made drunk, famil- 
jarized with vice, and in the end pillaged, 
robbed, and eventually sent home debased 
and demorallized. 

The history of one case is the average 
history of hundreds deily occurring in this 
city, and that history, stated in a mere recital 
ot the bare facts, is not only true as to what 
takes place here, but is true of seores of 
other county-seats and railroad towns Were 
there are a surplus of whisky-shons 
saloons, which spring up under a cheap ta 
of license that encourages every man too di 
and too lazy to engage in industfy to becom 

a barkeeper. In the neighborhood of Chi- 
how there are hosts of farmérs, who trade 
directly with the city, bringing into town 
wagon-loads of products, which they sell. in- 
tending with the proceeds to make purchases 
of goods designed for home uses to be taken 
back in exchange. 

There are hundreds of saloons kept in 
waiting for these Grangers, many of whom 
are boys, and not infrequently adults who 
ought to be wiser. As these wagons come 
into town strikers and pimps follow them, 
find out the probable value of the loads, 
watch them until they have sold out, 
and men ‘inveigle the drivers into places 
where they can get dinners and drink. They 
are not sparing of the liquor. In an hour 
one of these men or youths from the country 
with his $40 or $50 cash in his poeket will be 
invited to drink free of éxpense a dozen or 
more times; in return he treats the kind and 
hospitable men who have shown such 
friendship. The saloon will be provided 
with cards, and possibly with pool-tables, 
and the stranger is invited to share in these 
amusements. If he can be so béfogged with 
liquor as to engage in these pastimes, he is 
induced to have his team fed and locked 
up, While he ultimately falls asleep. If not, 
he is taken to some other saloon, the 
whisky plied at his expense, and the day 
is finished out with a protracted spree, 
ending with his being kicked out of 
some saloon, or ending with a lodging on 
some bench. In the morning he wakes hay- 
ing no memory save that he is without a cent 
of money, is very sick, and, finding his team, 
starts for home, the whole trip to the city 
resulting in his having been robbed and 
plundered, and perhaps beaten and part of 
his clothing taken away. 

This, we repeat, is ot daily occurrence in 
this city, ang with such variations as pertain 
to localities the same thing substantially oe- 
curs in every cheap-saloon-supplied town in 
the State. In many cases the wagon-load of 
produce is sent to town by young men, and 
their treatment in the way of drunkenness, 
bestiality, andjfrobbery is even more easy than 
in the cases of adults, but at the same time It 
is more infamous and revolting. There are 
1,000 saloons in this city where the principal 
support of the proprietors is obtained from 
customers of this class, and from men who 
are inveigled into the dens and made drunk 
or insensible, and then robbed and sent adrift. 

There is not a country district in the State 
where high license or local option has not 
driven out these low doggeries where these 
same pests do not exist. The youth, or even 
old man, who has money about him is eor- 
dially welcomed to these grogshops,and the 
Songer he stops and the more hours he 
spends in one of these establishments the 
greater his welcome. If the youth will play 
cards and gamble, and drink and smoke, and 
spend money, the greater the encouragement 
forhim whenever he can get away from 
home to take up his 2 N 5 in the village 
saloon. 

The only practicable made for this state 
of things is high license, and the higher the 
better. Five hundred dollars tax will weed 
out one-half of the doggeries and render the 
remainder more circumspect and careful; a 
$500 license will abolish pretty much all the 
saloons which resort to the employment of 
ropers-in to get custom. Are not Democratic 
members just as much interested in wiping 
out this sort of velmin as Kepubiicans? Is 
it not their duty to give sonie protection to 
the farmers against the depredations of these 
conscienceless vultures?

OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 

The report just issued by the Bureau of 
Statistics shows our foreign trade to be in a 
| good condition. The exports for March were 
$77,650,374 and the imports $60,787,671, giving 
a balance in our favor of $16,912,708. For 
six months our exports have been in excess 
of our imports, reversing the conditions 
which characterized our trade from Feb- 
ruary to September, 1882, inelusive. For 
those eight months our imports were larger 
than our exports, a result distinctly trace- 
able to the speculation which prevailed in so 
many branches of business. 

The gloomy anticipations ef some writers 
that the country ison the verge of another 
panic do not find. much feundation in the 
statistics of our foreian commerce. Panics 
have many precursors, and one of them is 
usually a heavy excess of importations and a 
drain of specieabroad. These are interna- 
i tional signs of topheayy indebtedness, Al- 
though the United States has been exporting 
more gold than hag come in for more than a 
year there has really been but an inconsid- 
erabie inroad made upon the stere of specie 
accumulated at the expense of Eurppe, and 
this country is today enjoying a better sup- 
ply of better money than it has ever had be- 
fore, During the month of March the inflow 
of specie to this country from Burope began 


than our exports. 

Taking the twelve months ending with 
March, we find that the imports have in- 
creased from $700,842,874 in 1882 to §742,- 
442,259 in 1883, while the exports showed for 
the same periods an advance from $790,809, - 
020 to 8806, 750, 386. In the specie acéount, 
there Was an excess of $27,406,671 of imports 
of gold and silver in the year ending March 31. 
1882, but this was changed into an excdss of 
$21,653,872 of exports in 1883. The net result 
of the movement for the two years is there- 
fore a gain in our metallic reserve. How- 
ever pressing may be the drain of the pre- 
cious metals upon foreign nations, it is evi- 
dently not yet a living question with us, We 
have retained ail our own mine product, and 
have taken and kept neariy $6,000,000 from 
Europe.

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THE INFORMER CARE 

The announcement that the Engilsh Gov- 
ernment has good’ grounds for proceeding 
against the informer Carey will de received 
with satisfactién., In a certain way it would 
seem to be the logical outcome of justice and 
the completion of the story of the Phenix Park 
tragedy in a consistent manner, that this in- 
tamous wretch, who was prominent in organ- 
izing and executing the foul deed and who 
carried the bag out of whieh his fellow con- 
spirators were’ paid, and who sought to save 
his own neck by hurrying them to the gallows, 
should also pay the penalty of his erimes. 

Were his erimes confined to the tragedy in 
Phenix Park it would be useless to expect 
that the English Government would punish 
him, for he has been its chief reliance in 
solving that difficult problem and in bringing 
the guilty parties ta justice. Had it not been 
for Carey, justice would have failed, for the 


most astute detectives were at fault, and the 


testimony which had been gathered was of 
the fiimsies* description until Carey came 
eagerly forward and volunteered to conviet 
his associates. It is not likely that he would 
have done bo except upon the condition that 
his own life should be secure. But other 
toils have been gathering about him. Other 
informers must have been busy against this 
informer, for, as the case against the Phénix 
Park murderers has progressed, evidence 
has come into the possessidn of the 
Government which fastens three mur- 
ders and an attempted. assasination 
upon Carey which have no connection with 
the Phenix Park crime. It is known that 
he killed Talbot, a police constable, who had 
taken part in a crime and then arrested his 
associates; Clarke, a Fenian informer like 
himself; and Behan, a bricklayer’s foreman, 
with whom he had some dispute on trade 
matters. To complete his murderous record, 
he made a desperate assault upon David 
Murphy, the bookkeeper of the Irishman, a 
paper printedin Dublin, endl maimed him for 
life. 

These erimes are entirely independent of 
that at Phenix Park, and whatever immunity 
he may have been promised with regard to 
that does not apply to the others. It, of 
course, is possible that he may be let off alto- 
gether upon the ground of his valuable 
services to the Grown and that the Govern- 
ment may consent to overlook past crimes 
in whith no official was murdered 
for the sake of his assistance in be 
traying the actual murderers of the 
Government’s Secretary and Under-Sec- 
retary. Such a wholesale condoning of 
murder, however, would make English jus- 
tice a byword. To turn such a ruffian loose 
upon the world, his hands stained with pre- 
vious erimes, because he has helped the Gov- 
ernment to ferret out the Phenix Park mur- 
derers will expose it to the charge of dis- 
honesty and injustice, if not something very 
like complicity with the crimes themselves.

JUNKERIOM. 

Bismarck’s course as to the decree prohib- 
iting the importation of American pork into 
Germany was a characteristic piece ot junk- 
erism. The order was introduced into the 
Federal Council on his motion, and was al- 
lowed to lie without action until it was seen 
whether the Government of the United 
States would take any fetaliatory or pro- 
tective action. The moment Congress ad- 
jaurned without in any way taking cogni- 
zance of the threatened hostilities the order 
was rushed through the Council and put 
into immediate effect. 

The Staats-Zeitung of this city ceusures 
Congress severely for its indifference to the 
damage which the German Government has 
by this measure tried to inflict upon the 
American peopie. It believes that any evi- 
dence of a determination by Congress to pro- 
tect the interests of this country by a coun- 
ter prohibition of the importation cf German 
wines or knitted goods would have effect- 
ually scotehed the German proliibitory move- 
ment against the hog growers and packers of 
the West.

M’HENRY BANERUPT. 

THE CELEBRATED RAILWAY CAPITALIST. 

Lonpon, May 1.—James McHenry has 
been adjudged bankrupt. 

(Mr. McHenry failed many years ago when in 
business with his brother. The firm compro- 
mised with their creditors, but Mr. MeHedry 
embarked again and retrieved his fullen fort- 
uoes. Then he called his former creditors to 
bim and asked them to make ou} their accounts 
for the balances of their compromised claims 
and the interest thereon. They did so, and he 
gave them checks for the amount in full. Mr. 
McHenry is an American by birth When 
a young man de entered the grocery 
“business near Fulton Market in New 
York City, and soon became proprietor 
ofa store. He conceived the idea of intro- 
ducing American products into the Eaglien 
markets. He therefore, with one of his 
brothers, established a business in Liver- 
Pool, and bent all his energies to the 
development of the American grain and 
provision trade. That was before the time of 
ocean steamers, and most of the trade was 
carmed on by means of packets. The 
Me Henrys wut out large sumbers of 
these packets, and at times there were 
not less than twenty-five of them in 
New York Harbor loading with produce to sup- 
ply the Liverpool house. Mr. McHenry is said 
to have become interested in railroad matters 
by accident. T. W. Kennard, who was one of 
the originaters of the Atlantic & Great Western 
HKallway. induced McHenry to invest £5,000 is 
the enterprise. Mr. Kennard became Me- 
Henry's partner. As the project was carried 
forward more money was needed, and Mr. Me- 
Henry put in 220,000 more, and afterward 
still more. Mr. McHenry’s connection 
with the Erie Road began early 
in 1878. Through bis efforts some 
of the Directors resigned, and their places filled 
by meu ted by himself. In this way be 
got controi of she road, and kept it until Mr. 
Jewett became Receive. He bas held a con- 
trolling interest in the stock and bonds of the 
Atlantic & Great Western Road. Mr. McHenry 
by a series of bold schemes, coined millions, and 
came to be kuown-as the representative of 
American enterprise in Engiand. It was through

THE DUTCH EXHIBITION. 

A GREAT EVENT IN THE CAPITAL OF not- 
LAND. 

AMSTERDAM, May 1-—The exhibition 
opened today. The appearance of the pal- 
ace ’—as the agglomeration of wooden sheds 
is somewhat ambitiously termed—is very 
incomplete and primitive. The Amsterdam 
exhibition is small when compared with the 
yast collections which were got together in 
London in 1962, in Paris in 1867, at Vienna 
in 1873, at Philadelphia in 1876, and at Paris 
in 1878. But ut is very much larger than any 
exhibition which has been previously heid in 
Holland.

THE POLYGLOT DRAMA, 
[London Pati e Neios.]— When the news 
first reached „Edwin Booth 
would play 22. with Ger- 
man actors to play the other parts, a doubt 
arosg everywhere as to whether he would be 
recompensed for his pains, and whether 
Vienna would muster an audience sufficient- | 
ly numerous to fill the Stadt Theatre.

Late Legal Decisions. 
The following is an abstract of some of the 
more important legal decisions in Federal and 
State courts: 


LANDLORD AND TENANT—NEGLIGENCE — 
DEFECTIVE WATER-BOWL. 

A bank bad seva@ral tenants in its building,one 
of whom occupied an upper room in which there 
was & Water-bowl ‘with a faucet, but the aper- 
tures for the cscape of the water were not sut- 
ficientiy large to carry of the water at night if 
the faucet was ieft n, the pressure then be- 
ing much greater. This taucet was left open 
negligentiy by the tenagt at night, and the 
water overflowed and ran down upon and in- 
jured foods of another tenant, who sued the 
landiord for damages on the ground of bis neg- 
ligence in puttiug in ap insufficient bowl. In 
this case, McCarty vs. York County Savings 
Bank, Supreme Judicial Court of Maine re- 

udgmment below in favor of the 

plaintif®. Judge Symonds in the opinion said: 
* Legal liability ot the diord Wor negligence 
does not result from the facts in this case. If 
the landlord of an upper tenement should cause 
a faucetof proper construeton and capable of 
safe use with due care, but without any over- 
flow at all, to be put in only for the purpose of 
drawing water, there would be no conciusion of 
law from that fact, without other evidenve, that 
the landlord was negligent and liable for the 
damages resulting from tenant’s careiésiy 
leaving the fuucet open.” 

ASSIGNMENT FOR THE BENEFIT OF ORED- 
ITORS—PREFERENCE OF WIFE AS CRED- 
ITOR. © 
A husband borrowed money from his wife on 

the express promise to repay it. He became in- 

solvent, and in a deed of trust for the benefit of 
oreditors he ferred his wife to the extent of 
her claim. @ other creditors opposed the 

reference, but the Court of als of Mary- 
and decided the case, Cane vs. Barkdoil, against 

them. Judge Miller, in the opinion, said: “ A 
wife may become a creditor of the husband, and 
the provision of the code that property shall not 
pass to ber from him in prejudice of the rights 
of creditors was never intended to prohibit him 
from paying er devoting his property to the 
payment of a debt due to her. If she is, in fact, 
such creditor the law regards her right with as 
much favor as those of other ereditors.”’ 


TRBADE-MARK—INSOLVENT ASSIGNMENT—USE 
OF SYMBOL OR DESIGN. 


After W. had executed an insolvent’ assign- 
ment he fied a bill in equity to restrain his As- 
signee from using certain of his trade-marks, 
on ground that {hese trade-marks 
did = pot pace by the assignimnent, 
In this suit, Warren, vs. Warren Thread 
Company, the Supreme Judicial Court of Mass- 
achusetts decided in favor of the Assignee. The 
Onte?-Justice, Morton, in the opinion, said: 
„ Tunese trade-marks are not mere personal 
trade-marks, the use of which by any other per- 
sob than the plainti would operate as a fraud 
upon pubife. They are all desizns and sym- 
bols piace or establishment at 
which the tbread is manufactured and pot im- 
peculiar personal skill ia the plain- 
manutacturer, or importme, neces- 
sarily, that the goods are manufactured by him. 
Whatever may be the law arto a trade-mark 
which is etrictiy personal, it is the settled law 
that the right to use a trade-mark in connection 
with the business in which it bas u used is 
property which will be protected by rhe courts, 
and which may be sold and transferred. Under 
the statute ali the plaintiff's property which he 
could trauster passed to his Assignee.
